IDUR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, the King 

and Queens Majefties, and the Eſtates of Parliament, taking 
to Their Conſideration,rhat it will contribute much toTheir 
r Majeſties Service, that all Fraud and Deceit in making 
U of falfe Muſters, be obviated and prevented, and that the 

Pay deſtinate and appointed to the Soldiers be not kept up 
by their Officers and others, intruſted with the payment of the Soldiers : 
but that their Pay be effefually given them. Therefore the King and 
Queens Majeſties and Eſtates of Parliament,Statutes and Ordains, that if 
any Perſon, Officer, or other of Their Majeſties Forces, as well in Caſtles 
and Gariſons as others, ſhall make, or give, or procure to be made or 
given,or make uſe of any falſe or untrue certificat 3 thereby to excuſe any 
Soldiers for their ablence from any, Muſter or other Service, which they 
ought to attend or perform,upon a pretence of ſickneſs or other cauſe,that 
then every perſon ſo making,giving or procuring ſuch Certificats, ſhall be 
fined for every ſuch Offence, in the Sum of one thouſand Merks, the one 
half ts Their Majeſties nſe, and the other halt to the Informer, and if he 
be an Officer that contraveens, he beſide the Fine of one thouſand Merks, 
ſhall be Caſhier:d and Diſplaced, and ſhall be incapable of any Military 
Office or Imployment within this Kingdom, any every Officer that ſhall 
make any falſe or untrue Muſter of Man or Horſe, and every Gommifary, 
Maſter-maſter and other Officer, that ſhall allow or fign the Waſter-Roll, 
wherein ſuch falſe Muſters is contained, ſhall be Caſhiered and loſs their 
Office, and ſhall be incapable of any Military Office or Imployment, within 
this Kingdom,and ſhall likewiſe be fined in the Sum of one thouſand merks 
the one half to Their Majeſties uſe,and rhe other half to the Informer; And 
for the more effecual preventing of falle Muſters, Statutes and Ordaijns, 
that every Commiſary or Muſter-maſter,upon any Muſter tq be made, fhal 
be oblidged to give notice a convenient time before to the Magiſtrats of 
the Burghs,or Sheriffs of the Shires, or their Deputs,or Paillies cf R oyalty 
orAegality, or their Deputs, or Stewarts of Stewartries, or their Deputs, 
within whoſe Juriſdigions the Muſter is to be made,and the Magiftrats of 
Burghs,in caſe the Maſter be to be made within a Burgh, and che Sheriff or 
their Depnts, when the Muſter is.to be made within a Sheriffdom, and the 
Baillie of Regality or his Deputs, when the Muſter is to be made within a 
Regality, and the Stewart ofthe Stewartries or their Deputs, when the 
Meſters are to be made within a Stewartry, to he preſent at every ſuch 
Muftr,and give their outmoſt Afſiſtance,for the diſcovering of any falſe or 
untrue Muſter, and every Commiſſary or Mufter-maſter, that ſhall negle& 
to give notice as {aid is, or ſhall refuſe to take the Afſſitance of the Magi- 


ſtrats of Burghs,when the Maſter is made within a Burgh,orof the m—_—_

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Baillics of Regalitiesand Royalties, and Stewarts, or their Deputs, when 
the Muſter is made within their retpeCtive Juriſdictions,the Commiſſary or 
Muſter-maſter ſo offending, ſhall loſe his Office,and be fined in the Sum of 
one thouſand Merks,the one half to Their Majefties uſe, and theother half 
to the Informer, and no Muſter-Ro!il ſhall be allowed, unleſs the {ame 
be ligned by the Magiſtrat of the Burgh,or Sheriffof theShire,or Baillies of 
Regalities and Royalities,or Stewarts or their Deputs, within whoſe Juriſ- 
diction the Muſter is made, and if any perſon ſhall be talſly muſtered, or 
offer himſelf talſly and deceitfully to be muſtered, upon Certificar thereof 
under the hand of the Mufter-maſter, or chiet Magiſtrat of the place, who 
ſhall be preſent at the Muftering, he ſhall be impriſoned tor the ſpace ofa 
Month.,and ſhall have his right Ear cut off,and if any perſon ſhall wittingly 
and willingly, lend or turniſh a Horſe to be Muſtered, which ſhall not 
cruly belong to the Trooper or Dragooner, or Troop Muſtered, the ſaid 
Horie ſo falſly muſtered, ſhall be forefeited ro the Informer,if the Horſe doth 
belong to the perſon Lending or Furniſhing, and if the Horſe do not be- 
long to the Lender or Furniſher, he ſhall be Fined in the Sum of five hun- 
dred Merks,to be payed to the Informer, and if he be an Officer thatlen- 
deth or furniſheth a Horſe to be muſtered, which doth not truly belong to 
the Trooper or Dragooner muſtered, every ſuch Officer ſo offending, ſhall 
be fined in the Sum of five hundred Merks to be payed to the Informer, 
which ſhall be payed out of the Arrears of rheſaid Officers Pay, by Order 
ot the Court-martial to the Pay-maſter, if the ſaid Officer ſhall have any 
Arrears dueto him, and if there ſhall be no Arrears due to the (aid Officer 
the Court-martial ſhall immediatly give Order, to ſeize the Goods of the 
ſaid Officer,and (ell them for payment of che Fine, which is to be given to 
the Informer, the S»perplus that is more than pays the (21d Fine, being alwiſe 
reſtored tothe Owner; and if the Officer ſo offending, ſhall have no Goods, 
that then he ſhall be committed to Priſon, rhere to remain for the ſpaceof 
fix Months, and the Court-martial ſhall diſcharge the Informer, if he be a 
Soldier, from any further Service, if he demands the ſame ; and if any 
Pay-maſter, orClerk ot any Regiment, Troop or Company, ſhall detain 
and withold by the ſpace of a Month the pay of any Officer or Soldier,

any Deductions whatſoever out of the Pay of any Officer or Soldier,other 
than the uſual Deductions for Cloathing,under the Paia of being puniſhed 
as in the caſe of falſe Muſters ; and it 1s declared, that the Pay-maſter of 
the Arwy,Commiſſary or Muſter-maſter, ſhall be Iyable in the ſame Pain 
and Puniſhment in caſe of Contravention, by their Deputs and Servants, 
as if they had done it themſelves 3 and'as the Officers and Soldiers ſhould 
beeffefually payed,and not defrauded of their due Pay, fo it is juſt and 
reaſonable that they pay the Country, and not be allowed to exact Free 
Quarters where they come. Therefore,and for freeing the Country of 0- 
ther Abules and Diſorders, inuſe to be committed by the Soldiers. The 
King andQueens Majeſties,and the Eſtates of Parliament,Ratifies, Approves 
and Confirms an A& of Privy Council, of the date the Fourteenth day of 
February laſt,one thouſand fix hundred ninety three, anent the Ordering of 
the Payment of Proviſtons for the Forces, and Redreſſing Abuſes commit = 
ted bythem, 10 the whole Heads, Tenors and Contents thereof; and Or-

Kingdom, and a Commiſſary appointed for making due and regular Pro- 
viſions of Corn, Straw and Grals,for the Horſes and Dragoons preſently 
underOur pay,and inOurService within thisOur antientKingdom by ready 
Money, or otherwiſe as he can b2{t bargain with any of Our Lied zes for 
their Corn, Straw and Graſs z Whereby the Abuſe heretofore done 
and committed upon any of Our Liedges, by the illegal exacting Loca- 
lity or free Quarter, may be remeeded and prevented,and all Mens- meat, 
and Horſe-meat furniſhed to any Officers or Soldiers in Our Service with- 
in this Our Antient Kingdom, duly payed. And We conſidering how 
neceſſary it is, that all Our good Subjects ſhould know by whom, and 
in what manner they are to be Payed for all Proviſions of Corn, Straw, 
and Grafs'for Horſes, and Meat and Drink to be furniſhed to' Our Officers 
and Soldiers, by them or apy ofthem 5; and that all Officers and Soldiers 
withif, this Our {aidAntient Kingdem may govern end regulat themſelves 
ind the Troops under their Command accordingly, as they will 
be 
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be anſwerable. We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Re- 
aire and Command the Commilflary-General, appointed and received by

T{aid Kingdom of France, or Countreys foreſaid, preſume to Stay or Abide 
therein, after the firſt day of Auguſt next, without expreſs leave from 
Their Majeſties, or their Privy Council, under the pain of Treaſon. And 
furrher, it is Statute and Ordained, that none of the Subjeds of this King- 
dom preſume, witheut Authority foreſaid, to Correſpond, keep Intelli- 
gence, or have Commerce by Letters, with any perſon reſiding within 
the ſaid Kingdom, or Dominions, after the Date hereof, under the pain 
of being puniſhed as Correſponders with declared Traitors z And that 
this ACt continue and ftand in force during this War, and no longer : As 
alſo, that it be without any Prejudice of any former Ads made againſt 
Treaſon or Treaſonable Correſpondencies, or the Puniſhment of ſuch as
